Fruit Juice Regulations Now Under Revis­

WASHINGTON, July l l . — For the moment prohibi­ 
tion officers have diverted some of their attention away 
front rum runners and wet Atlantic liners and are prepar­ 
ing to overhaul the regulations relating to cider. 
A communication from the prohibition bureau today 
said that the fruit juice regulations are now “under re­ 
vision and would be issued in the near future.” 
Officials would add no details, but by way *if prelimin­ 
ary advice the bureau gave out the substance of a legal 
opinion on the subject prepared by James G. Britt, its 
chief counsel. 
The statement was in the form of t* primer 
and was supposed to make perfectly clear when, if ever, 
it is permissible to have on hand hard cider and why.

“The word ‘cider’ shall mean the expressed juice of 
alarms coming whole, fresh, sound ripe apples, exclusive of any extran­ 
eous or foreign matter and without regard to the fer­ 
mentation or alcoholic content thereof, unless otherwise 
indicated by the context. 
“ ‘Sweet cider’ is the fresh juice obtained by the first 
pressing of whole, fresh, sound ripe apples.

T a d e u sz Wiscon t, as authorities in 
Madison have been told, or whether 
the n a m e was derived from the In­ 
dian appellation to the Wisconsin 
river, William Ii. Wheeler, student 
of Indian lore und aboriginal no­ 
menclature, says the real name of ] 
tile sta te should be Misoousin. Mr. 
W heeler believes Die word Wiscon­ 
sin 
Is a corruption of an Indian 
te rm meaning red stone, which is 
ch aracteristic of the banks of the 
Wisconsin river in the Dell region.
